What might have proved a fata] accid- 
ent occurred on the 7th inst. on the Ferdin- 
und.

A “mosqititodivet,’ ns tho sailore call 
it, of four little vessels, the smallest in the 
United States Navy, have left Hampton 
Roads for Manila, Tt is composed of the 


Anngpolis, & gunboat of 1,000 tons, .com- 


manded by Commaider Karl Rohrer ; the 
Frolic, & 600-ton schooner-riggod yacht,
